$48,000. | 

Mr. Bruere menticns this amount in dis- 
cussing the shortage with a patron of the 
bank and when asked a few min- 
utes later if $48,000 was the amount of the 
shortage, he said that he, personally, 
thought that was the amount, but the bank, 
officially, would not be in a position to 
make a statement of the amount of the 
‘shortage until the bank examiner, who had 
been sent for, had completed his work. 

Mispagel has made a confession, tn the 
torn of an affidavit, which is in the hands 
of the bank officials, in which the trans- 
uctions which resulted in the loss of the 
bank's money are detailed. 

The confession, confirmed by investiga- 
tion, according to President Bruere, is 
that the loss of the money was due to 
Mispagel’s issuing bank funds to Willis 
Baird, grain mercham and ker, of St. 
Charies, and others, on time acceptances 
and drafts which were received from time 
to time.

Suddenly a negro appeared, struck her 
a blow on the head and demanded her 
money. 

Mrs. Kruchen, who is a young woman, 
Staggered under the blow but did not 
fall.

The telegram was 
signed by President Samuel Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor. The 
telegram is:

the specifications for both improvements 


changed on the ground of improvement, 
Although at less cost and offered a rebate. 

The amount involved by the suggested 
changes was about §2000. 

According to both officials, the Barstow 
Construction Co., after being awarded a 
contract to construct the Workhouse addi- 
tion with a framework of steel, tried to 
have new plans calling for concrete substi- 
tuted. They made a formal request of 
Commissioner Hetmburger. Heimburger 
took the substituted plan to President 
Phillips, his superior. Mr. Phillips says 
Mr. Heimburger submitted it without rec- 
ommendatton. 

“Ag Son as I saw it,” sald Mr. Phillips 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, I notified the 
Barstow company that it must carry out 
ita contract under the original plans. I 
understood that the company was some- 
what indignant at my action, as it had 
hauled a quantity of its concrete material 
to the Workhouse and was ready to put 
it in.“ 


According to President Phillips and 
Bullding Commissioner Heimburger, 
a suggestion was made to alter the 


plans for the addition to the poorhouse, 
of Which R. P. McClure is the contractor. 

This contractor, as the story is told 
about the City Hall, was furnished with a 
plan by the building department or the 
board of public improvements when he se- 
cured the contract. 

Kullding Commissioner Heimburger says 
that no formal proposition was ever made 
to him by McClure, but that he “heard it 
@iacussed informally whether it would be 
ali right to change the plans to allow 
only certain steel beoms to carry weight 
inetoad of all ef them. 

Both Mr. Phillips and Commissioner 
Hemnburger say both contracts are being 
carried out now according to the strict let-

BOER WAR FIGHTER 
NLLED BY GUARD 


Quarrel at the World’s Fair Ter- 
minates in Shooting With 
Fatal Results. 


POLICE STOP GENERAL FIGHT 


Jefferson Guard Being Held to 
Await the Verdict of Coro- 
ner's Jury. 


The coroner's inquest into the death of 
John Backhouse, a former British soldier 
employed in the Boer war at the World's 
Fair, who was killed by a bullet from the 
revolver of Ernest Chriss, «a Jefferson 
Guard. at 5 o'clock Friday afternoon, dur- 
ing a fight between two other former sol- 
diers, began Saturday morning. 

Chr is being held awaiting the result 
of the inquest. When the inquiry is com- 
pleted the British soldiers at the Boer war 
concession will take charge of Backhouse's 
body and he will be buried with military 
honors. Services will be held in St. James’ 
Memorial Chapel, Cote Brilliante and 
Goode avenues. 

The story of the shooting, ag told by 
the British and Boer soldiers who witnessed 
the fight preceding it, as related exclusively 
in late editions of the Post-Dispatch, is to 
the effect that while George Standevan, a 
Briton, and Daniel Devillers, a Boer, were 


fighting, Chriss entered the arg and at- 
tempted to separate them. , 
He was prevented by other Britishers, 
who were angered at his attempt to in- 
terfere, and, it is said, as he started to 
leave he was followed by several of the 
men, one of whom challenged him to fight. 
Chriss declined and was struck in the 
face. He drew his revolver and the crowd 
of soldiers and others gathered quickly 
arcund. Backhouse grabbed Chriss and at- 
tempted to wrest the revolver from his 
hand. Chriss pulled the trigger and the 
bullet penetrated Backhouse's groin. A 
general encounter ensued in which Chriss 
was badly beaten. 
Two more shots were fired, one of which 
took effect in the left leg of Philip Mars, 
a Bocr. The injury is slight. 
Chriss was arrested. 
Backhouse wae taken to the Emergency 
Hospital, where he died several hours later, 
with his wife, who was formerly Misa 
Katherine Papsch of California. by his side. 
She was grief-stricken. It was a tragic 
end to their pretty romonce of the World's 
Fair. 
Miss Papsch was employed at the Fair 
and first met Backhouse on the opening 


day. 

Their friendshi grew, and they were 
married with military pomp in the Boer 
— Aug. 2. Backhouse was 3 years 
old. 
Chriss, who is A years old, is a member 
of Company A of the Jefferson Guard, who 
entered the service May 2.

Mr. William Farquhar Payson’s novel, 
*Debonunaire’” (McClure, Phillips & Co., 
New York), is the story of a troubadour 
kright-errant in a new setting. 
Louis le Debonnaire, its herb, otherwise 
Louis de Cadillac, a French noble of the 
Great Monarch's day, makes his bow to 
the reader as a captain of the regiment of 
Carignan-Salieres, the band of young dare- 
devils detached from the French army 
and sent to Canada to fight Indians when 
Canada was the New France of the vir- 
gin Western Hemisphere. He ts a sort 
of beautiful and floppish Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac, deadly with the sword, and a dainty 
maker of lyric verse. He comes into view

All who have a practical experience in 
photography know that to produce a bogus 
spirit photograph is a simple matter. Two 
individuals succéssively photographed on 
the same plate, double printing, musiin- 
Graped busts, the skillful arrangement of 
a portrait behind a sitter, wiil produce 
phantasmal appearances when printed, as 
will also the lesser-known means of intro- 
ducing a ghosphorus tablet at the back 
of a plate in the dark slide, or of im- 
pressing the surface of a relief film. It 
is true that by such methods scoundrels 
have traded on the most sacred feelings 
of credulous dupes; but it is equally cer- 
tain that under the strictest test condi- 
tions, in, posed by shrewd and skeptical 
men who are also skilled photograghers, 
unaccountable phantasmal appearances 
have appeared on negatives. 

Some time ago an alleged spirit photo- 
graph was sent to F. W. H. Myers, taken 
in the presence of David Dugid, a work- 
man in a bicycle factory, who was also 
a private medium. Mr. Myers suggested 
that another endeavor to obtain a s- 
called rit photograph should be made 
under the most stringent conditions, and 
in the presence of a man well acquainted 
withphotographic manipulations.
